Estimates in this bulletin have been revised and are now 
based on 1981 Census benchmarks. 


General 


The Population Survey The survey is based on a multi- 
stage area sample of private dwellings and non-private 


dwellings (hotels, motels, etce) and usually covers 
slightly more than two-thirds of 1 per cent of the 
population of Queensland. Conmencing with the survey in 
February 1978 the population surveys have been conducted 
month ty Previously the surveys were conducted in 
February, May, August, and November each yeare The 
information is obtained from the occupants of selected 
dwellings by carefully chosen and specially trained 
interviewers. The interviews are generally carried out 
during a period of two weeks beginning on the Monday 
between the 6th and 12th of each month. 


Scope. The survey Includes all persons aged 15 years and 
over except: (a) members of the permanent defence forces; 
(b) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 
customarily excluded from Census and estimated 
populations; (c) overseas visitors holidaying In 
Australia; and (d) members of non-Australian defence 
forces (and their dependants) stationed In Austral liae 


Classification of the Labour_Forcee The labour force 
classification used In the surveys conforms closely to 
that recommended by the Eighth International Conference 
of Labour Statisticians, 1954. The labour force category 
to which a person is assigned depends on his actual 
activity (lee. whether working, looking for work, etc.) 
during a specified week, known as survey week, which Is 
the week Immediately preceding that in which the Inter~ 
view takes places The principal categories of the jabour 
force appearing in tables in this bulletin are defined as 
follows: 


The Labour Force comprises all persons aged 15 years and 
over who, during the survey week, were employed or 


unemployed. 
(1) Employed ‘sons 

(a) comrise all those aged 15 years and over who, 

during the survey week: 

(1) worked for one hour or more for pay, profit, com 
misston, or payment in kind In a job or business, 
or on a fam (including employees, employers, and 
self-employed persons); or 

(HD) worked 15 hours or more without pay In family bus- 
Iness oc =~ a fam (ie. unpaid fanlly helpers); ao 

(Ii) were employees who had a Job but were not at work 
and were: on paid leave; on leave without pay for 
less than four weeks up to the end of the survey 
week; stood down without pay because of bad weather 
or plant breakdown at their place of employment for 
less than four weeks up to the end of the survey 
week; on strike or locked out; on workers’ compen~ 
sation and expected to be returning to thelr job; 
or receiving wages or salary while undertaking 
full-time study; or 


(iv) were employers or self-employed persons who had a 
job, business, or farm, but were not at work. 

(b) can be classified Into: 

(D full-time workers, Ieee those who usually work 3 
hours or more a week and others who, although 
usually part-time workers, worked 35 hours or more 
during the survey week; and 

(i) part-time workers, i+@. those who usually work less 
than 35 hours a week and who did so during the 
survey week. When recording hours of work, 
fractions of an hour are disregarded. 


(2) Unemployed persons are those aged 15 years and over 
who were not employed during the survey week, and: 

(a) had actively looked for full-time or part-time work 
at any time in the four weeks up to the end of the survey 
week and: 

(i) were available for work In the survey week, oF 
would have been available except for temporary 
Illness (lee. lasting far less than four weeks to 
the end of the survey week); or 

(ii) were walting to start a new job within four weeks 
from the end of the survey week and would have 
started in the survey week If the job had been 
available then; or 

(>) were walting to be called back to a full-time o 
part-time Job from which they had been stood down without 
pay for less than four weeks up to the end of the survey 
week (including the whole of the survey week) for reasons 
other than bad weather or pliant breakdown. 


Persons Not in the Labour Force are those who, during the 
survey week, were not in the categories employed or unem= 
ployed as defined. This category therefore Includes 
persons who were keeping house (unpaid), attending an 
educationa] institution (e.ge school or unlversity), 
retired or voluntarily inactive, permanentiy unable to 
work, inmates of Institutions, tralnee teachers, members 
of contemplative religious orders, and persons whose only 
activity during the survey week was Jury service or un- 
pald voluntary work for a chariteble organisation, pro- 
vided they had not actively looked for work in the four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week, and 

(a) in the survey week: 

(i) were without a Job, business, or farm; or 

(11) had worked for less than oe hour for pay, profit, 

commisston, or payment In kind; or 
(iii) had worked for jess than 15 hours without pay in a 
family business or farm; or 

(b) had been stood down without pay for four weeks or 
more up to the end of the survey weeke

Population Benchmarks. Labour force survey estimates of 
persons employed, unempioyed, and not in the labour force 
are calculated In such a way as to add up to the 
Independently estimated distribution of the population 
aged 15 years and over by age and sexe This procedure 
compensates for under-enumeration in the survey, and 
leads to more reliable estimates. The Independent 
population statistics (benchmarks) are the latest 
avallable estimates at the time the labour force survey 
Is conducted, but they usually differ from the official 
population estimates subsequentiy published In the A8S 
publication "Australian Demographic Statistics Quarterly" 


(Catalogue Noe 3101.0) because they are necessarily 
derived fron incomplete information about population 
changes. 


Revision of Series. Survey estimates are not revised for 
amendments of population benchmarks 
arising from new data on deaths and overseas and internal 
migration. Revisions are made, however, after each 
Census of Population and Housing and when population 
estimation bases are reviewed. Survey estimates back to 
February 1978 have been recalculated to conform to 
revised population estimates which take account of 
results of the 1981 Census. 


Following the change in official population estimates to 
a place of usual residence basis from the 1981 Census, 
the population benchmarks used In this revision of labour 
force survey estimates are camptled according to p!ace of 
usual residence. For a explmation of the new 
conceptual basIs of population estimates see “Population 
Estimates: An Outiine of The New Conceptual Basis of ABS 
Population Estimates" (Catalogue Noe 3216.0). To 
covrdinate with the new benchmarks, the labour force 
survey questionnaire was changed in Octcber 1982 to 
enable Identification of each respondent's place of usual 
residences The revised estimates shown in this 
publication from Octcber 1982 onwards are thus wholly 
according to place of usual residence. Prior to Octeber 
1982, the estimates are based on a combination of place 
of enumeration and place of usual residences Persons who 
are away overseas from their usual residence for less 
than six weeks at the time of Interview are generally 
enumerated at thelr usual residence when relevant 
Information can be obtained fran other usual residents 
Present at the time of the survey. Persons who, at the 
time of Interview, are overseas for six weeks or more but 
for less than 12 months are Included in the estimates on 
the assumption that their labour force characteristics 
are similar to those of the persons responding in the 
Surveys 


Reltabllity of the Estimates. 


Comparability of Series. As noted above, estimates from 
February 1978 have been revised to ooform to revised 
population estimates and are thus not strictiy comparable 
with estimates for periods prior to February 1978 which 
have not been revised. 

Technical Notes 


Estimation Procedures The estimates are derived from 
the monthly population survey by use of a complex ratio 
estimation procedure, which ensures that the survey 
estimates conform to an Independently estimated distri~ 
bution of the population by age and sex, rather than to 
the age and sex distribution within the sample Itself. 


Since the estimates in 
this bulletin are based on Information cbtatned from 
occupants of a sample of dwellings they may differ from 
the figures that would have been obtained If all dwell- 
ings had been Included In the surveys. One measure of 
the likely difference is given by the standard error 
which indicates the extent to which an estimate might 
have varied by chancee There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate will differ by less than one 
standard error from the figure that would have been 
obtained if all dwellings had been Included and about 19 
chances In 20 that the difference will be less than two 
standard errorse Space does not allow for the separate 
indication of the standard errors of ail estimates in 
this bulletine Standard errors for general application 
are given In Table A followings These figures will not 
give a precise measure of the standard error of a 
particular estimate since they are averages based on 
calculations for a jimited number of past surveys over a2 
wide range of labour force characteristicse They will 
provide an indication, however, of the magnitude of the 
standard error of any particular estimate for any 
particular surveys An example of the use of Table A is 
as follows: If the estimate for Queensland obtained from 
the sample Is 20,000 the standard error is 1,500, [eee 
there are about two chances Jn three that the true figure 
is within the range 18,500 to 21,500 and about 19 chances 
tn 20 that the true figure is between 17,000 and 23,000. 


The standard errors of estimates relating to agricul- 
tural employment are generally somewhat higher than the 
standard errors of other estimates of the same magnitudes 
Estimates for females also tend to have higher standard 
errors than estimates of equivalent size for males in 
simtlar employment categor les. 


The rellabllity of a estimated percentage, computed 
by using sample data for both numerator and denominator, 
depends upon both the size of the numerator and the size 
of the denominator. The per cent standard error of the 
estimated percentage, however, will generally be lower 
than the per cent standard error of the estimate of the

the estimate the higher Is the relative standard error. 
Very smail estimates are thus subject to such high stan- 
dard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriousty from their value for most reasonable 
usese In the tables in this bulletin, estimates below 
the level shown In Table A (3,500) have not been in- 
cludede Although figures for these smal] components can 
In some cases be derived by subtraction, they should not 
be regarded as reliable.

An indication of the magnitude of standard errors of 
monthly movements in the Queensland estimates is given in 
Table Be The estimates of standard errors of monthly 
movements apply only to estimates of movements between 
two consecutive months. Movements between corresponding 
tonths of consecutive years or between two other non- 
consecutive months will generally be subject to somewhat 
greater sampling variability than Is indicated in Table 
B. A guide to the standard errors of quarterly movements 
since February 1978 can be obtained by multiplying the 
corresponding figure for monthly movements by 144.
